The Mooted Election. 


Chicago Legal New*. 


We have from the first maintained 


in tUoco oolxraiiia tlinf nflwr tUo nrli 
tion of the amendment to the Con- 
stitution, no legal election could be 
held for county officers this coming 
November. The legislature, when it 
met, took the same view of the oper- 
ation of tho amendment, and so did 
Governor Cullom when he signed 
the bills relating to the callings of 
elections in 1882. 
We have been as 


tonishod at the letters of the Attor 
ney-General, if not advising, at least 
seeming to be in favor of the people 
getting together in November, and 
without any call for an election, vot- 
ing for officers, etc. This course will 
be revolutionary, and we are sorry to 
have tho law officer of the state place 
himself on record in favor of any 
such proposition. 


The four concluding lines of the 


following letter of Grov. Cullom to 
Hon. Milton Hartley, County Judge 
of Gallatin county, is a concise, sound 
and legal answer to the whole ques- 
tion. We commend its brevity.

provisions of the amendment of 1879 
of Section 8, Article 10, of the state 
constitution.

The announcement in lioino and 


foreign journals that electricity can 
be stored at nominal cost; that it can 
be transported without danger, and 
that it can be preserved without loss 
of energy, amounts to 
something 


more than the publication of a piece 
of current news. It is possible that 


it registers tho beginning of a now 
era of civilization, the 
commence- 


ment of a revolution in many of the 
industrial arts; tho inauguration ofr 
more important applications of sci- 
ence to tho wants of civilized man 
thun have ever been 
made. 
Wo 


know little of the possible uses of 
electricity, for the reason that it has 
been difficult till the present time to 
produce it cheaply at the places 
where it is most wanted for use. 
That it can be employed as a motive 
power, a means of producing heat 
and light, and as a curative agent 


has. 
however, been amply demon 


stratod. Electric car* arc now run 
over several short railroads in differ- 
ent parts of Europe. Electric lights 
illuminate several buildings in this 
city—among them that of the Tnit/'x - 
and several streets in other cities. 
A restaurant by which meuls will b« 
cooked by electricity is being fitted 
up in Paris. 
Already tumors and 


cancers are removed from the system 
without tho loss of blood by the use 


of platinum wiro charged with elec- 
tricity. 


The groat difficulty in the way of 


the employment of electricity for 
driving machinery, producing light, 
and furnishing heat consists in tho 
expense and difficulty in generating 
it at tho places where it is required. 


It is generally produced at the cost 


of an amount of coal which renders 
its use too expensive. It can bo gen- 
erated by water or wind power, but 
unfortunately these forces are hardly 
ever available at tho places where tho 
electricity is desired. By rendering 
electricity portable and un article of 
commerce, it is difficult for tho wild- 
est dreamer to foretell the uses for 
which it may bo maintained in situa- 
iioufi \vlioro cainhnstioti cannot bo 
maintained. 
A light as bright as 


that emanating from the sun can bo 
kept up in locations where no ordi- 
nary illuminating material can be 
taken. 
Machines may be kept in 


motion without the aid of water 
wheels, the action of wind-mills, or 
tho generation of steam. A certain 
amount of energy that can be made 
to produce heat, light, or force can 
be purchased in the same manner 
that we now buy tho usual commodi- 
ties employed in dwellings. 


One of the first applications of 


"stored energy" will doubtless be in 
connection with tho oloctric lights. 
Sir William Thompson, of Scotland, 
states that a battery which can be in- 
closed in a box having a measurement 
of one cubic foot and weighing al- 
together not more than seventy-five 
pounds will produce incandescence 
in an apparatus for furnishing elec- 
tric light to tho extent of one hun- 
dred candles for six hours, without 
any perceptible diminution of brill 
iancy. If this is so.it will be very easy 
to light railway cars by electricity 
and thereby obviate one of the chief 
causes of danger. 
Electric 
lights 


can also be maintained on vessels 
and steamboats in tho same way. 
By means of "stored energy" it will 
also 1)6 practicable to light public 
buildings by electricity without the 
employment of a steam-engine. '

iary opposition. Ten thousand of 
liom aro the recipients of salaries, 
or of patronage in some form; whilo 
lie whole 
business population— 


shopkeepers of all kinds—look to 
,hose salaried people as their best 
customers. Tho moral atmosphere, 
therefore, is not friendly to tho 
growth of independent thought on 
matters affecting 
tho Administra- 


tion. Still, there is nn undercur- 
rent of disapproval, at least, of tho 
scheme for raising a largo fund to 
bo settled on Mr. Gai Hold's family 
during his lifetime, or whilo ho re- 
mains in public life. 


There are precedents for gratu- 


ities to public mon; but thoy aro bad 
precedents, and should bo set aside 
iu favor of tho nobler precedents- set 
by John Quincy Adams and by 
Andrew Johnson, who declined to 
receive presents from citizens while 
they wore in public office. During 
tho long service of Mr. Adams in 
the House of Representatives after 
tho close of his Presidential term, 
some publisher sent him a tine 
edition of the Bible, bound in costly 
style, as a present. Mr. A. ascer- 
tained tho probable value of the book 
and 
enclosed the amount to tho 


donor with his thanks, but with the 
assurance that ho regarded it a? 
improper for a public 
officer 
to 


receive presents from tho people 
This letter may doubtless bo founc 
in his works, published by his son 
Charlos Francis Adams, and shoule 
bo reproduced by the press for tin 
edification of this generation. 


Mr. Johnson, while President o 


tho United States, acted on thi 
principle in two instances ono o 
which has nevor boon made public 
Just before coming here, in the earl} 
part of the year 18G5, he wrote to 
young friend whom ho had befriend 
odintho essential way, requesting 
him to call on a tailor and order him 
a suit of clothes, to be ready for hin 
on his arrival to bo inaugurated a 
Vice-President. His young 
frien 


seized tho occasion to present hin 
tho suit. It was accordingly mad 
and sont to Mr. Johnson on his ui 
rival, but without the tailor's bil 
Finding how the case stood he sen 
for his friend, and made him roceiv 
the cost of the suit, stating to hii 
that it had been a rule of his life t 
refuse presents from any one whil 
in public service.
